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DETAILED ACTION 
Note: This is in response to Pre Amendment filed 07/26/2004. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 2-6, drawn to an apparatus for treating vascular lesions, classified 
in class 623, subclass 1.11. 

II. Claims 7-13, drawn to a method for treating a multiple branch. lesion, 
classified in class 128, subclass 898. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product as claimed 
can be used in a materially different process such as creating an opening space 
between tissue along blood vessel. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above'and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. During a telephone conversation with Jane Massey Licata on 08/22/2006 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 2-6. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 7-13 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

t (e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Simhambhatla et al. (U.S. 6,336,936). 

Notes in figures 1-3, a shaft (13) comprises a balloon (14); a selected length of a 
lumen guide wire sheath (20) coupled to the balloon shaft (13) and wherein the 
lumen guide wire sheath (20) is being inserted through a portion of stent (16) 
such that the stent (16) can be to crimped on the lumen guide wire sheath (20).
